RUSSIANS STORM 


TOWN OF BAIBURT. 

Petrograd, July 16.—(Via Londons. )— | 
Russian troops have captured the town 
of Baiburt, in Turkish Armenia, by as- 
sault. This information was given in 
ah official statement issued by the 
Russian war department today. Baiburt 
is 65 miles northwest of Erzerum and 
about 60 miles south of the Black sea

“Black sea: During the last cruise

“Caucasus front: On the night of the 
16th our brave Caucasian army carried 
by assault Baiburt, which is an impor- 
tant strategic point of convergence. In 
many sectors the Turks fell back in 
haste, destroying their depots. In this 
region and in the basin of the Upper 
Tchoruk we made a further considera- 
ble advance and consolidated the Turk- 
ish positions which we had captured. 

“Thus, during recent days, our valiant 
army with its well known pluck and 
courage gained a series of battles in 
the regions of Baiburt, Mamakhatum

TEUTONS DRIVEN 
SSIANS.

Petrograd, July 16.—(Via London.)— 
In Volhynia, the Russians in the re- 
gion of Ostroff and Goubine have put 
down heavy Teutonic attacks, launched 
in mass formation and forced the Teu- 
tons to retreat to avoid the danger of 
being outflanked, according to the 
Russian official communication issued 
this evening. Upward of three thou- 
sand men were captured in the fight- 
ing. 
' The official statement says: 

“In Volhynia, in the region south- 
east of Sviniusky (in the vicinity of 
Lutsk) the enemy in mass fermations 
took the offensive at several places. 
By energetic counter attacks we re- 
pulsed them and continue to develop 
our success. 

“On many sectors in the region of 
Ostroff and Giubine we overthrew the 
enemy despite his stubborn resistance, 
and he retreated hastily owing to the 
danger of being outflanked. One of 
our regiments captured here one heavy 
and one light battery. We also took 
numerous cannon which had been in- 
stalled in isolated positions. 

“The total number of prisoners taken 
in thig combat is not yet known, but 
upward of 3,000 have been reported. 

“On the right wing of our Riga po- 
sitions, supported by artillery on land 
and sea, we made some progress in tive 
region west of Kommern.

ALLIED TROOPS 


NEAR COMBLES. 


London, July 17.—The Anglo-French 
advance has brought the allied troops 
where they make a junction, to a point 


about a mile in front of Combles, which, 


prior to July 1, when the offensive be- 
gan, was the German lreadquarters on 
this sector. | 

Quiet prevailed on the British front 
Sunday. The detachment, which had 
been thrust forward to the third Ger- 
man line of Foureaux wood to pro- 
tect the infantry operations, now has 
been withdrawn to the main positions. 

The casualty lists as announced total 
227 officers dead and 457 wounded and 
missing, 597 men dead and 1,832 
wounded. 

The British are keenly watching for 
the next move on the French front, 
where comparative quiet still prevails. 
The Germans are strongly placed on 
the Somme above Peronne, under the 
protection of the river and its marshy 
banks. The crossing of the river by 
the French will involve serious fight- 
ing, with probably heavy losses. 

The British and French armies, how- 
ever, are full of confidence and the 
result of the joint offensive seems daily 
to be more assured, as there is no evi- 
dence of any new units of reserves 
coming from the interior of Germany. 
Further significant news has been re- 
cebved to the effect that the Portu- 
Zuese government has equipped an 
army with everything necessary to en- 
able it to fight side by side with the 
Anglo-French armies and that this 
army is ready to answer the call when- 
ever required. ,

Philadelphia, July 16.—Stories of pri- 
vation, a forty hours’ battle in open 
boats against gales and mountainous 
waves, the loss of two of their number, 
and, when all hands had nearly given 
up hope of rescue by the United Fruit 
company’s steamer Jose, were brought 
here tonight by fourteen members of 
the crew of the freight Ramos; which 
sank last Wednesday 310 miles north- 
west of Wattling island. The steward 
and one sailor of the Ramos were 
drowned while leaving the ship ana 
fears are expressed for the safety of 
Captain McGoldrick and eight other 
members of his crew, who put off in a 
small boat, but who could not be found 
by the Jose. It is possible, however, 
that they may have been picked up by 
some other ship. 

The Jose, bound from’ Santa Marta 
for Philadelphia, rescued the fourteen 
men on Friday night off tre North Car- 
olina coast. It was after midnight 
when Captain Anderson, of the Jose, 
came upon the shipwrecked sailors in 
two small boats. 

The Ramos, with a cargo of bitu- 
minous coal, sailed from Whiladelphia 
on July 9 for Cartagena, Colombia. 
Two days later she ran into the tropi- 
ca] storm that raged off the south At- 
lantic coast last week. The first night 
of the storm the rescued sailors gaid 
they expected to be dashed to pieces, 
but their ship rode the waves in safety 
until nearly daylight, when she sprang 
a leak and went down a few hours 
later.

Valdosta, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)— 
Having witnessed the mobilization of 
the state’s military forces at Camp 
Harris, in Macon, I am now at the 


front, “somewhere in south Georgia,” 
with Hugh M. Dorsey, candidate for 
governor, watching him marshal the 
voters for the final battle of the bal- 
lots in September. And between the 
two mobilizations, military and politi- 
cal, I can vouch a witness of both 
that the political campaign is by far 
the more interesting and exciting. 

While in camp with the troops I had 
heard reports of great enthusiasm 
aroused by Mr. Dorsey on his stumping 
tour. It was said that he bad struck 
a new note that was making an '‘in- 
stant appeal and drawing such crowds 
that the buildings in which he spoke 
could not hold those who had gathered. 
Things were dull in camp. The order 
to proceed to the border seemed at 
least a week away. So, as Mr. Dorsey 
was speaking only a few miles to the 
south, I determined to proceed to the 
political “front” and see for myself. 

Dorsey Strikes Vital Note. 

I have found that reports not only 
have not been exaggerated, but have 
fallen far short of adequately describ- 
ing the situation. 

Mr. Dorsey, in his fight for non- 
interference with the verdicts of Geor- 
gia’s juries, has struck a chord that is 
resulting in a general uprising in his 
favor wherever he speaks. 

His audiences believe in the sincerity 
of Mr. Dorsey. They feq@l assured that 
if he is elected governor there will be 
no more setting aside of the findings 
of the courts. And, -s they feel that 
the honor of the state is intimately

Made Iasue by People. 

Two days ago 1 joined Dorsey, but 
my observations during that time have 
been confined to the popularity of his 
policies as related to the courts. The 
will of the people has made them the 
outstanding elements of his campaign. 

Consequently I find that Dorsey has 
acquired a following of men in south 
Georgia who might otherwise have 
turned to any one of the other candi- 
dates, but now they look to him for 
protection of the processes of law, by 
which the lynching evil can be stamped 
out. I do not get this from old Dorsey 
enthusiasts, but from newly acquired 
followers. 

Homer Billings runs a farm down 
in the lower edge of Colquitt county, 
of which Moultrie is the county seat. 
Dorsey spoke to a packed audience in 
the iMoultrie courthouse Saturday 
morning. Billings was in the crowd. 
Fie sat in the window beside me for 
the same purpose of catching the 
breeze, as the weather was humid. 

Mr. Billings is an aged man. His 
face and neck are red with sunburn. 
Hiis hands are calloused from the use 
of farm implements. But he is vigorous 
in mind and body. We struck up a 
conversation. He told me he had 
not taken a great Interest in poli- 
tics heretofore; had just kept to his 
own affairs and let the other people 
run the country.

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NO MORE GUARDSMEN 


FOR MEXICAN BORDER 


Troops in Camp Will Be Held 
Until Thoroughly Equip- 
ped and Organized. 


Washington, July 16.—The war de- 
partment sent orders today to all de- 
partment commanders to delay trans- 
portation to the border of national 
guard organizations now mobolizing 
until they are thoroughly aquipped and 
organized. The effort will be to revoke 
a ruling issued when the Mexican situa- 
tion was acute, waiving certain re- 
quirements. The order will affect about 
25,000 men still held in the camps. 

The latest information of the depart- 
ment is that about 100,000 national 
guardsmen are now at the border. With 
the 50,000 regulars there and 5,000 ad- 
ditional men called from the reserves 
officials estimate that the American 
Strength on border service within a 
few weeks will be adequate to e 
with any present emergency, and will 
make unnecessary the dispatch of any 
more guardsmen until they are com- 
pletely equipped and organized.

Reports that national guard units 
are being supplied poor and insufficient 
food are not borne out in preliminary 
telegraphic reports received from all 
the department commanders today.

British Front in France, July 16.— 
(Via London.)—Continuing their offen- 
sive, the British, who broke through 
the German second line of defense, 
now have taken all of Delville wood, 
which was stormed by the South Afri- 
cans, and the High wood, establishing 
themselves beyond Bazentin-la-#fetit, 
advanced parties having been to the out- 
skirts of Martinpuich and Pozieres and 
some other points close to the third 
German line of defense. The weather 
remains dry and warm. 

The operations after Friday’s ad- 
vance were more in the nature of open 
fighting, the Germans using strong 
points on favorable ground, to gain 
time in rallying reinforcements, which 
arrive and dig new trenches, while the 
British dig in opopsite them with each 
stage of the advance. 

Possession of stretches of woodland 
becomes as important as that of vil- 
lage. The German d-fenders of Trones 
wood had orders to stand to the last 
man and the orders virtually were 
obeyed. Losses have been heavy in 
the woods fighting, where Britons and 
Germans have been pierced by each 
other’s bayonets. 

The Germens are keeping up a heavy 
artillery fire, indicating the arrival of 
fresh artillery. British guns were able 
to reach the main road of ‘Martinpuich, 
which was crowded with transports, 
aeroplanes reporting immense destruc- 
tiong and confusion. 


Few German Acroplanes. 

Every one coming from the front 
remarks upon the paucity of German 
aeroplanes and anti-aircraft guns, de- 
spite the reinforcements in other arms. 
British airmen in many instances have 
descended as low as 300 or 500 feet, 
firing upon German infantry with their 
machine guns. 

The scene of action has been carried 
for the first time beyond the second 
main line of’ German defenses since 
stationary warfare began on the west- 
ern front. Officers returning from the 
front line speak of seeing abandoned 
German guns, but say they are too 
busy fighting to bother to bring 
them in. 

The most dramatic situation in the 
battle comes when the German gun- 
ners strive to draw off their guns with 
British infantry within rifle range. In 
the grinding conflict which is coura- 
geously forced to close quarters, 
neither the ground taken nor the num- 
ber of prisoners is expressive of the 
results or the stake for which both 
sides are fighting. ;

Reports from towns in the French 
Broad valley, covering a Copritery from 
the Lake Toxaway section Oo 
Springs, near the Tennessee line, put 
the property losses at nearly $10,000,- 
000., Reports from these. sections are 
diffidult to obtain owing to the inter- 
ruption of telegraph and telephone 
communication, lines being down every- 
where. 


FIVE PERSONS 
DROWNED. 


At 1 o’clock today the Western Union 
Telegraph company succeeded in loop- 
ing up a telephone wire to Atlanta, 
thus getting the only line of communi- 
cation to the outside world at that time, 

The dead, so far known, are Captain 
J. C. Lipe, Nellie Lipe, an unmarried 
daughter; Mrs. Leo Mulholland, a mar- 
ried daughter, all of whom were 
drowned in the Swanannoa river at 
Biltmore while efforts were being made 
to rescue them from their flooded 
home near the river bank. 

Two others, Lonnie Trexle, a white 
laborer, and Luther Fraser, a negro, 
were drowned this evening while at- 
tempting to carry food to marooned 
guests at the Glenn Kock hotel. 

At noon today the water had reached 
the second floor of this hotel, driving 
all guests to the third and fourth 
floors. The Southern passenger rail- 
way station, opposite the Glen Rock 
hotel, has eight feet of water in it. Ajl 
train service in and out of the city has 
been suspended, 


FEARS ARE FELT 
FOR TOXAWAY DAM. 


An estimated rainfall of from six 
to eight inches throughout the French 
Broad valley during the last week was 
the primary cause of the floods, which 
reached their highest gint shortly 
after daybreak this morning. 

These conditions were further aggra- 
vated when the dame holding back the 
waters of Lake Osceola, at Henderson- 
ville, and Kanuga lake, at Kanuga, 
were carried away, the tides thus Ibhb- 
erated sweeping down through the 
French Brogd valley, through Hender- 
son county, past Asheville and into the 
adjoining county of Madison. (*‘om- 
munication with the latter section by 
either telephone or telegraph has not 
vet been established, but it is feared 
that the entire town of Marshall has 
been wiped off the map. 

At 4 o'clock this afternoon fedrs 
were entertained for the big dam at 
Lake Toxaway, the bursting of which, 
it is said, would send the waters sweep- 
ing through South Carolina and would 
create conditions worse than those of 
the Johnstown flood. 

Hundreds of children from the cot- 
ton mill section of the city, whose 
homes were sewept away early this 
morning, crowded the city hall this 
afternoon. Hastily formed relief com- 
mittees are making every arrangement 
for the sheltering and feeding of the 
city’s homeless. 


BILTMORE 
UNDER WATER. 


The town of Biltmore, laid out 
twenty-five years ago by the late 
George W. Vanderbilt, is almost entire- 
ly under water, ranging in depth from 
three to five feet, and is completely 
cut off from the-city of Asheville by 
a raging torrent of water, the Swa- 
nannoa, which at some points is now a 
mile wide. It was here that tks first 
loss of life go far reported was record- 
ed when Captain 7 and two daugh- 
ters were drowned in an effort to eas- 
cape by boat from their home, which 
was swept from its foundations by the 
rapidly rising waters. Three women 
who reached the tree tops from the sec- 
ond floor of their house across the 
road from the Lipe home were rescued 
this afternoon by boat men. 

The property losses of lumber and 
industrial plants throughout the sec- 
tion will reach an appalling  fotal. 
Woodworking plants along the French 
Broad were v’ashed away, thousands of 
dollars’ worth of lumber being dashed 
against the abutments of concrete and 
steel bridges which span the French 
Broad at this point. 

The municipal gas and electric light 
plants are half under water and the 
city tonight is without gas and electric 
power. All plants depending upon elec- 
tric motive power, including the news- 
paper offices of The Asheville Citizen 
and The Asheville Times, are out of 
commission and the city streets will 
be in darkness tonight. Tomorrow 
morning’s four-page issue of The Citi- 
zen is being made up in a local job 

lant where the press is run by a gaso- 
ine engine. 


MEN ON ROOF 
OF FLOATING HOUSE. 


Farly this ste ng | a two-story house 
was swept through Biltmore with three 
men sitting on the roof frantically 
waving to onlookers and calling for 
help. As they passed the Biltmore road 
the men leaped from the house and 
were picked up by boats. Two min- 
utes later the house was smashed to 
pieces against the concrete piers of 
Ditemete bridge, itself entirely under 
water. 

The Southern railway Is the heaviest 
sufferer of any corporation in this 
section. The tunnels at Old Fort are 
blocked with a mass of wreckage car- 
ried down by the flood and slides from 
Saluda mountain are atill coming. Rall- 
way officials here can give no definite 
information as to when traffic in and 
out of the city will be resumed. If 
flood conditions improve it is thought 
that trains will be in operation by 
Tuesday or Wednesday. ridges and 
culverts are reported to have been 
washed out in several places, though 
confirmation is lacking, 

At 10 o’clock tonight It was reported 
that the big dam at Lake Toxaway 
was atill holding. No authentic re- 
ports have been received as to the ex- 
tent of the catastrophe in Henderson 
and Madison counties. 

The city of Asheville proper is is in 
no danger from the flood, the waters 
being confined to the cotton mill dis- 
trict and railway sections of the city. 
Residents of these sections who have 
been made homeless are being housed 
and fed by reli¢f committees in the 
city high school. 


GREAT DAMAGE 
TO COTTON MILLS. 


The total damage to cotton mills, 
wood-working plants and lumber mills 
along the French, Broad and Swanan- 
noa rivers is estimated from a million 
and a half to two million dollars. This 
does not include losses sustained by 
plants outside the county whence defi- 
nite reports have not been received. 
In and around the village of Biltmore 
the property loss, including wood- 
working plants and lumber yards is 
estimated at $300,000. 

The damage sustained b the big 
Vanderbilt estate around Biltmore can- 
not be ascertained until the waters re- 
cede, but it is belleved that the BIit- 
more nurseries have suffered much 
damage.

Miss Mabel Foister and Misa Char- 
lotte Walker, two nurses at the Bilt- 
more hospital, who were first reported 
as having been rescued from the Lipe 
home at Biltmore, are still missing 
and unaccounted for, according to a 
report recéived from Biltmore hospital 
at 11 o’clock tonight. It is feared that 
the two yeeng vomen lost their lives 
when Captain ‘pe and his two daugh- 
ters perished. t is stated that the 
Misses Foister and Walker, aged 24 and 
26, respectively, spent last night at the 
Lipe home and were taken off by boat- 
men early this ot bgp * The boat was 
overturned, Captain Lipe and his two 
daughters being drowned, and it is 
feared that the nurses were also lost. 

At Tf o'clock this morning guagers 
announced that both the Swannanoa 
and French Broad rivers were rapidly 
receding and no further damage is an- 
ticipated. 


TWO HUNDRED BOYS 


ESCAPE INJURY. 


Brevard, N. C¢, July 14.—Two 
hundred boys from all parts of 
the south attending the camps of out- 
ing and instruction at Sapphire and 
French Broad rivers escaped injury. The 
French Broad river here is the highest 
ever known. No deaths have been re- 
ported in this section. Many railroad 
bridges are gone. 


TRAIN SERVICE 
SUSPENDED. 


Washington, July 16.—All train serv- 
ice on the Southern railway lines be- 
tween Spartanburg, 8S. C., and Ashe- 
ville, N. C., and between Salisbury, N. 
C., and Asheville has been suspended 
because of washouts and slides result- 
ing from the floods,in western North 
Carolina, officials of the railway an- 
nounced tonight. An embargo against 
the sale of tickets to and from all 
points on these two lines was put into 
effect late today and will remain in 
force until service can be restored. 

Several passenger trains were ma- 
rooned tonight on the two lines, but 
officials said all trains were safe and 
that orders had been sent to the train 
crews to care for the passengers at 
hotels or other convenient places. 

All telegraph lines on these branch 
roads were down today and officials 
here were Unable to say to what ex- 
tent the roads had been damaged. They 
described the flood in that territory 
as the worst in their experience. 

Service on the main line through 
Charlotte to Atlanta was normal to- 
day. 


RIVER LITTERED 
WITH DEBRIS. 


Raleigh, N. C., July 16.—Advices from 
Lexington say the Adkin river is at 
the highest stage in years and stil! 
rising. Thousands of dollars’ worth 
of lumber, crops, live stock and parts 
of buildings littered the river all day. 
Iiundreds of barrels of oil from saw 
mills and other plants on the moun- 
tains floated down, it being reported 
that the remains of several “moon- 
shine’ whisky plants were in the de- 
bris. Many hogshead of tobacco were 
seen, said to have been washed away 
from a warehouse at Elkin.

PIEDMONT SECTION 
VERY HARD HIT. 


Spartanburg, 8. C., July 16.—Crops 
have suffered great damage, highway 
bridges have been washed away and 
railroad service has been badly tinter- 
rupted by the unprecedented rainfall 
in the Piedmont section of South Caro- 
lina during the pest 48 hours. 

The Gaston Shoals plant of the South 
Carolina Light, Power and Railway 
company, furnishing power to Spartan- 
burg and Gaffuey and operating many 
mills, is threatened by the rising Broad 
river. The big plant of the Southern 
Power company is flooded. This com- 
pany operates the interurban railway 
system between Spartanburg and 
Greenwood, 8S. C., and Gastonia and 
Charlotte and lights several cities. 

The Parr Shoals Development com- 
pany, from which the city of Colum- 
bia derives its power, Hes below the 
Southern plant on the Broad river 
and the floods are rushing it tonight.

July 16.—Upper 
East Tennessee felt ita: first effects of 
the Carolina storm today when the 
Blue Ridge mountains let loose floods 
of water that put streams and rivers 
on the rampage as they had not been in 
thirty years. Elizabethton and several 
other towns were threatened with se- 
rious damage while various railroads 
have suffered severe losses from wash- 
outs and siides that have completely 
blocked traffic.

LOSS VERY HEAVY 
IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Columbia, 8. C., July 16.—Ra idly- 
rising rivers, caused “by the eavy 
rains in the Piedmont mountain coun- 
try, have gravely threatened power 
plants and crippled railway communi- 
cation in many sections. The west- 
ern part of the state especially has suf- 
fered, all rail communication between 
Columbia and Spartanburg being cut. 
Communication with Charlotte, f. vl 
by train, is doubtful. 

The damage to bottom crops, it is be- 
lieved, will be heavy, but thus far there 
have been no dependable estimates on 
property loss. There have been no 
further advices of fatalities in this 
state. 

The rise of the rivers threatens new 
troubles for the lower section of the 
state, already swept by a destructive 
wind and rainstorm in the latter part 
of last week. Railroads in that see- 
tion are still handicapped by weakened 
bridges and washouts, but have been 
gradualy restoring order.

will mean a return to chaos, ag the 
lowlands are already flooded and the 
new burden of water will cause more 
damage to communications.

DEPORTATION ORDER 


Order Made by Special Board 
of Inquiry at Ellis ~ 
Island. 


New York, July 16.—General Cipriano 
Castro, former president of Venezuela 
and his wife, who arrived here yester- 
day from Port of Spain, Trinidad, on 
the steamship Vauban, were ordered 
deported from the United States by a 
special board of inquiry at the Ellis 
Island immigration station today. The 
hearing, which lasted fifty minutes, 
was private. The charge against Gen- 
eral. Castro, however, was said to in- 
volve moral turpitude. The order as 
applied to Mrs. Castro was characteriz- 
ed as technical. 

General and Mrs. Castro, who had 
been permitted to spend last night on 
board the Vauban, now are detained 
at Ellis Island. 

General Castro was ordered deport- 
ed on a former visit three years ago, 
but secured a writ of habeas corpus. 

Commissioner of Immigration Fred- 
erick Howe placed his personal quar- 
ters at Ellis Island at the disposal of 
the Castros. Commenting on the ac- 
tion of the special board of inquiry, 
General Castro said: “It is so strange, 
so strange, I do not understand the 
procedure. I feel that the precedent 
Hef roan mv last visit here will apply 
and I will be released.” 

‘eneral “Castro said he was out of 
politics, and suggested that if he had 
wished to foment trouble in Venezuela 
it would have been easier for him to 
do so on the island of Trinidad than in 
New York.

More than 100,000 voters have Deen 
taken far from the polling places and 
probably will not retufn before the next 
election in NovempDer. One hundred 
thousand votes more or less has made 
little difference in recent national elec- 
tions. Nevertheless all these men are 
entitled to the franchise, and probably 
will want to vote. The system for re- 
cording their ballots is already provided 
in most of the states. Before the war 
between the states began provision had 
been made in some of the states for 
taking the votes of the soldiers absent 
with the army. Other states adopted 
such provisions during the war. The ar- 
my votes for president itn 1864, which 
were counted in canvassing the returns 
for electors were as follows: Maine, 
4,174 for Lincoln and 741 for McClellan; 
New Hampshire, 2,066 for Lincoln an 
690 for McClellan; Vermont, 243 for 
Lincoln and 49 for McClellan; Pennsyl- 
vania, 26,712 for Lincoln and 321 for 
McClellan; Marvland, 2,800 for Lincoln 
and 321 for McClellan; Kentucky, 1,194 
for Lincoln and 2,823 for McClellan; 
Ohio, 41,146 for Lincoln and 9,757 for 
McClellan; Michigan, 9,402 for Lincoln 
and 2,959 for McClellan: Iowa, 15,178 
for Lincoln and 1,264 for MeClellan: 
Wisconsin, 11,327 for Lincoln and 2,458 
for McClellan; California, 2,600 for Lin- 
coln and 237 for McClellan. The total 
vote counted as a result of that cam- 
paign, including both the home and the 
army votes was 4,166,587, and Mr. Lin- 
coln’s plurality was 494,667.

our trenches in the wood between the 
river and the Cote du Poivre.

“In the sector of Wleury our infan- 
try made considerable progress to the 
west and to the south of the village. 
Artillery activity continues very great 
on both sides in this region and also 
in that of Chenois and of La Laufee. 

“On the Somme our battle aeroplanes 
have. been very active. Four German 
machines were attacked by our aero- 
planes over the enemy lines and forced 
to the ground. Two other machines 
were seriously hit and were compelled 
to descend. 

“In the region of Verdun one of our 
aeroplanes set fire to a German cap- 
tured balloon. On the night of July 
15 one of our squadrons bombarded,the 
railroad stations of Hombleux and Rol- 
sat as well as a heavy battery in the 
neighborhood of Roisel. On the same 
night another squadron dropped a num- 
ber of projectiles on the mailway sta- 
tion of. Abbecourt and on e stations 
of T ier and Chaumy.” 

The official, communication 
tonight reads: 

‘On the Champagne front there has 
been great activity by Russian and 
French patrols.

ARTILLERY DUELS 
ON SOMME FRONT. 


London, July 16.—With the exception 
of heavy bombardments there were no 
events of importance on the Somme 
battle front since the last report, says 
the British official statement, issued 
his evening. Five howitzers and four 
77-millimeter guns were captured by 
the British yesterday. 

A British detachment which was 
strengthening tig new positions in the 
Foureaux wood was withdrawn this 
morning to the main line, the state- 
ment adds, without molestation from 
the Germans. 

The text of the British official state- 
ment follows: 

“In France, with the exception of 
heavy bombardments by both sides, 
there was no event of importance since 
the last report. We are continuing to 
find large quantities of armament and 
other@war material abandoned by the 
in positions captured on the 
14th and 15th, and yesterday five more 
heavy howitzers and four 77-millimeter 
guns fell into our hands. 

“Last night, covered by the detach- 
ment which had been thrust fqrward 
to the Bois-de-Foureaux, our troops 
were engaged in strengthening and im- 
proving our new positions.

In the region of Ovillers 
Basentin-le-Petit four British attacks 
during yesterday afternoon broke down 
in front of our lines, as also did an 
attack which commenced in the morn- 
ing to the east of Bazentin. 

“South of the Somme lively fight- 
ing developed in the course of the 
evening near and to the south of 
Biaches. A portion of the village has 
again been occupied by us and more 
than 100 prisoners were taken. 

“French attacks near Barleux and 
in the region of Estrees and to the 
west thereof were repulsed with very 
heavy losses to the gnemy by our cur- 
tain of fire. 

“To the east of the Meuse in the aft- 
ernoon the French brought up strong 
forces against Froide erre Hill and 
in the neighborhood of Fleury, which 
met with no success. 

“During his repeated assaults in the 
evening southwest of Thiaumont work 
the enemy penetrated small sections 
of our first lines where fighting still 
continues. 

“On the remainder of the front there 
were enemy patrol undertakings north 
of Oulches-Craonnelle, and an attack 
with large detachments which were re- 
pulsed. North of Chilly a German pa- 
trol brought in 24 French prisoners and 
one machine gun. 

“West of Loos an enemy aeroplane 
was shot down by our infantry. It 
fell within our entanglements. A bi- 
plane damaged by our anti-air craft 
fire fell into our hands near Nesle.” 


Persecuting Big Business.

Persecuting a corporation—harassing 
it with all sorts of suits and appeals— 
is governmental persecution, wholly 
out of harmony with American ideals. 
The recent report of the president of 
the United Shoe Machinery company to 
the stockholders details a story of fed- 
eral persecution which would be un- 
believable in this nation of liberty were 
it not for the fact that the court rec- 
ords sustain the statements. The re- 
port shows that. in order to compel the 
abandonment of the company’s system 
of leasing machinery, a concerted ef- 
fort has been made to have the ap- 
proved methods of the corporation de- 
clared unlawful by the federal courts. 
The officers of the department of jus- 
tice, though fully realizing that this 
is the only method under which the 
company can afford to serve the small- 
est manufacturer on terms just as fa- 
vorable as those enjoyed by the larg- 
est manufacturer, have for five years 
kept the company constantly before the 
federal courts defending suits inst!- 
tuted by the department. A chron- 
ological statement of the various new 
proceedings instituted by the federal 
government is given. This shows that 
although court after court has dis- 
missed the various writs and injunc- 
tions and suits of the government, the 
department of justice again and again 
has returned to the attack. Appeals 
have been taken by the government, 
but even while esé appeals were 
pending, new sul have been filed. 
So far, not a single suit has been sus- 
tained by any court, and ant the 
department of justice has brought sep- 
arate proceedings in Massachusetts, 
New Jersey and Missouri, it has not 
made any headway in its program of 
persecution.

lands and the abrogation of all dis- 
crimination against them, it being un- 
derstood that the term ‘full rights’ be 
deemed to include civil, religious and 
political rights, and in addition there- 
to, wherever the various peoples of 
any land are recognized as having sepa- 
rate group rights, the conferring upon 
the Jews thereof of such rights if 
desired by them. 

At the outset of the meeting there 
Was an argument between Associate 
Justice Louis D. Brandeis, of the su- 
preme court of the United States, who 
said he had come to invite those pres- 
ent to join the Jewish congress organi- 
zation society, and Dr. Judah L Mag- 
nes. Justice Brandeis in announcing 
that his society had decided to hold a 
congress ‘some time ‘between Septem- 
ber 19 and the end of the year,” said 
that he and his associates “were not 
permitted to amend the action already 
taken as the scope and purposes of the 
movement.” 

‘Many of those in attendance who rep- 
resented twenty-three national Jewish 
organizations, while apparently heart- 
lly in favor of the proposed congress, 
were of the opinion that it should not 
be called until the end of the Puropean 
war. Another and more serious ob- 
stacle in the way of complete harmony, 
it was said, was the fact that Jvstice 
Brandeis and his associates virtually 
had been committeed to the Zionist 
movement and had made Zionism one 
of the problems to come before the con- 
gress. Justice Brandeis’ assertion that 
he and his associates were powerless 
to amend the action of their comnnittee, 
taken in Philadelphia last March, 
aroused Dr. Magnes. 

The resolutions adopted, it was said, 
should not be regarded as affe#ting 
the autonomy of any existing national 
Jewish organizations. 

Oscar S. Strauss and other speakers 
vigorously opposed the calling of the 
congress until the termination of the 
war. Mr. Strauss asserted that it 
would be “suicidal for our people in 
belligerent lands if we call the Ameri- 
can Jewry to discuss their cause while 
the war is on.” 

It was the sense of the meeting that 
steps immediately should be taken for 
the relief of Jews wherever oppressed.

: Many of the doctors in private prac- 
tice at home object to mobilizing, even 
voluntarily. Many members of the 
‘British Medical association maintain 
that the army has already all the doc- 
tors it requires if it would only learn 
how to employ them to the best ad- 
Vantage. Some of them even suggest 
that the war office should learn ow 
to do it from the enemy. One author- 
ity Says: 

“Already the royal army medical 
corps has taken 11,000 doctors from pri- 
vate practice and they are, asking for 
another 4,000, making in all 15,000. 
This, with 1,500 medical officers in the 
permanent service, gives a total of 
16,500 to attend to an army of about 
4,000,000. The Germans, for an army 
of 10,000,000, have 14,000 medical offi- 
cers, 

“The position at home is serious, as 
there are only 30,000 medical men and 
women in practice. With 15,000 taken 
away no more than 15,000 are left to 
attend to a population of 41,000,000 
men, women and children. How grave 
the position is may be suggested by 
recalling that more than 500,000 indus- 
trial casualties ocour in this country 
every year, which is hugély heavier 
than the casualties at the British front 
in a year of the present war.”

HOUSE CONSIDERS 
TAX EQUALIZATION 


After Motion to Reconsid- 
er Is Acted On, Highway 
Commission Bill Will Be 


Discussed. 


Proposed repeal of the existing tax 
equalization law and proposed legisla- 
tion looking to establishing a highway 


commission in Georgia—two measures 
each of most vital importance to the 


state—are first on call for considera- 
tion when the house convenes at 11 
o’clock this morning. 

The tax equalization repeal bill will 
be taken up immediately routine and 
local matters are disposed of. It will 
come before the house this morning in 
the form of a motion to adopt the report 
of the rules committee setting it as a 
special and continuing order. An iden- 
tical motion was lost last Tuesday, when 
it lacked six votes of the required two- 
thirds of the house membership. F ri- 
day Representative Sheppard, of Sum- 
ter, moved to reconsider that vote, and 
his motion prevailed. Then he moved 
to defer second vote until Monday, and, 
after a spirited debate, in which 
friends of the tax equalization law and 
e rules committee re- 
cond vote im- 
time arrived 


opponents of th 
port urged taking the se 
mediately, adjournment 
and Sheppard’s motion was carried. 

33 Members Not Voting. 

When the rules committee's report 
was voted down last Thursday, lack- 
ing only six votes of adoption, 33 mem-~ 
bers were absent and not voting. It 
was made evident that the prime rea- 
son for the repeal bill's friends desir- 
ing to postpone the second vote to Mon- 
day was that they hoped for a more 
nearly full attendance today, and that 
among the absentees of last Thursday 
will be enough members favorable to 
the repeal bill to enable them to set it 
as a special and continuing order, as 
per committee’s report. Thus the fight 
on the floor this morning promises to 
be an intensely spirited one, and one 
of exceptional interest, because of the 
fact that it is expected to indicate in 
a degree just how the membership of 
the house stands on the tax equaliza- 
tion law and what the friends of the 
proposal to repeal it may expect In tne 
event of the repeal bill itself coming 
to a vote. 

Particuiar interest . attaches to the 
fact that upon request of Representa- 
tive Morton Turner, of Quitman, the 
proposed highway commission legisla- 
tion has been set as a special and con- 
tinuing order for today. This matter 
Will be presented to the house by war. 
Turner, chairman of the public high- 
ways committee, in the form of a re- 
port of his committee of a bill dis- 
cussed and agreed upon at a meeting 
of the committee last Thursday, which 
Mr. Turner will introduce as a substi- 
tute for all proposed and pending high- 
way commission legislation. In all es- 
sentials the bill is the same as that 
drawn by the highway commission com- 
mittee of the Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce, and indorsed by the legislative 
committee of the State Association of 
County Commissioners. 

Much impetus to the interest in the 
bill has been given by the fact that an 
additional necessity for a state high- 
way commission has recently been cre- 
ated by the enactment into law by 
congress and the president a Yew days 
ago of the Bankhead bill, appropriat- 
ing $85,000,000 to be expended during 
the next five years on post road work 
in the vari states.

Weshington, July 16.—Senate demo- 
crats have resolved on an adjournment 
of congress by August 20 if possible, 
and work of speeding up the urgent 
legislative program outlined by the 
party caucus last night will begin in 
earnest tomorrow.

CHARLESTON MAY LOSE 
DRINKING WATER SUPPLY 


Charleston, 8S. C., July 16.—Ninety 
per cent of the potable water supplied 
the city is endangered by a break in 
the dam across Goose Creek, fourteen 
miles from the city. The break is due 
to the cloudburst that occurred in this 
section Friday afternoon. 

The city authorities, the water cor- 
poration and the Seaboard Air Line 
railway are co-operating to repair the 
damage and it is hoped that the dam 
will be replaced before the impounded 
water will have been mixed with tida] 
salt water. 

An enormous quantity of rain water 
has collected in the Goose Creek water. 
shed, and it is running toward the 
Cooper river. Engineers believe that 
this on-rushing fresh water will coun- 
terbalance the tidal salt water from 
the Cooper river sufficiently long to 
overcome the threatened damage. Mean- 
while the board of health and the city 
authorities have warned the pyblic to 
be prepared. 

At the worst, artesian water will be 
supplied for all domestic purposes un- 
der city regulations and sewer mains 
and fire protection will be safeguard- 
ed by pumping sea water.

MIEAN SEA POW 


Admiral Knight Says Jut- 
land Battle Has Changed 
Opinion That the Dread- 
naughts Are Fleet’s Back- 


bone. 


Washington, July 16.—The Jutland 
battle between the British and Ger- 
man fleets has not changed the opinion 
of Rear Admiral Knight, of the naval 
war college, that dreadnaughts are and 
will continue to be the backbone of 
any fighting fleet, but it has caused 
him to recommend that if congress de- 
cides to add only four capital ships 
to the first line, all should be battle 
cruisers. 

The admirals opinion has been given 
in response to a request from Secre- 
tary Daniels that he state what les- 
sons might be drawn from the North 
sea tight. He had replied that, al- 
though the battle cruiser bore the 
brunt of the losses in the Jutland en- 
g@agement, the fight added a new area 
te the field of usefulness of the battle 


cruiser. 

‘In my opinion,” wrote the admiral, 
“neither Admiral Jellicoe’s report nor 
any other source of information avail- 
able affords a basis for definite judg- 
ment as to the actual results of the 
battle. The most significant fact thus 
far established is that three British 
battle cruisers were sunk. it is not 
clear by what ships of the enemy fleet 
they were sunk, nor to how heavy a 
fire they were subjected, nor Is }it 
known whether they were destroyed 
by gunfire a Ligne or by the explosion 
of their magazMmes. , 
Dotns Work of Battleships. 

“But this one fact is clear, and in it 

lies the whole explanation of the in- 
cident, the battle cruisers were doing 
the work of battieships, for which they 
were not designed, and they paid a 
penalty which was more or less in- 
evitabie. It is claimed that they were 
doing this for a purpose which made 
it worth while to sacrifice themselves, 
that they were seeking to_ hold the 
enemy fleet until Admiral Jellicoe could 
come up and that they accomplished 
this. 
“My reply is, then, that my view of 
the value of the battle cruiser has been 
somewhat enhanced by the results of 
the battle off Jutland, so far as these 
results are known.” 

At this point the admiral referred to 
his testimony before the house nava 
committee, in which he declared it his 
opinion that the battleship would con- 
tinue to be the backbone of every ef- 
ficient fighting fleet. The admiral 
thought the next year would bring de- 
velopments which could enable con- 
structors to design a battleship which 
would measurably meet some of the 
new dangers appearing during the war. 

Views Not Changed. 

“The battle off Jutland,” 
Knight continued, “has mot led me to 
modify these views, but I learn that

lynchings is to inculcate in the public 
mind respect’for and fear of the courts, 
and that the greatest impediment in 
the way of justice is indiscriminate 
executive interference. 

“Lack of deference in the executive 
office toward the acts of the courts,” 
he told me, “fertilizes the fields of 
crime. In order to have an efficient 
udiciary, a state must possess higher 
ranches of government that sustain 
it. The two must act in thorough ac- 
‘cord. Why maintain the jury method 
if its acts are to be countermanded by 
higher authority? 

Justice Rests in Courts. 


“Justice rests securely in the hands 
of twelve jurors and a skilled judge. 
When the public, and especially the 
criminal class, finds that the jury ver- 
dict is final, there will be remarkably 
less hazards taken by mobs and indi- 
vidual law-breakers. It has been my 
observation that the typical criminal 
is unafraid to take chances with the 
courts. He recognizes such a variety of 
recourses through appeal to higher 
‘courts, and eventually the governor, 
whose good offices the crook has been 
led to believe are largely for the pur- 
pose of dispensing executive leni- 
ency. 

“The courts are lenient enough. The 
jury has power to recommend; the 
judge is empowered to grant clemency 
in meritorious cases. The skilled proc- 
esses of law give the defendant every 
advantage he requires. It is this dis- 
advantage to which courts are put 
when undue clemency is exercised above 
that encourages heedlessness in crimi- 
nals, 

“No lawless man is going to respect 
a court system, which, after having 
convicted a man whose guilt wag 
proved beyond doubt, had its verdict 
virtually revoked because of _ senti- 
mental or political reasons held by the 
powers beyond. Hasn't he a right to 
the same channels of recourse? Why 
Should he fear a judicial system that 
is defeated by unmerited clemency? 

“I am for Dorsey, and his champion- 
ship of the courts is my strongest 
ground. Georgia must get rid of the 
lynching evil, and the first and biggest 
move in that direction is to command 
respect of the processes of law, which, 
getting down to raw facts, comprise 
the heart and core of our civilization 
and government,” 

I could quote you like yiews from all 
Classes of men. It has interested me 
beyond description, this sudden rise of 
public approval of a campaigner's pol- 
icy. - True, I have seen it'in only one 
section of the state. But I am told— 
and there is no reason to doubt—that 
it is state-wide. North Georgia and 
middle (reorgia, in momentous ques- 
tions of this nature, are hardly differ- 
ent. Human nature ts the same the 
world over. 


A Fundamental Principle. 


How it came about is another mat- 
ter of interest. This defense of the 
courts was no studied stroke of Dor- 
sey's. It has always been one of his 
fundamental principles. Dorsey, the 
Solicitor general, was a zealous prose- 
cutor, a stickler for the law. He was 
perpetually righting for respect for the 
courts. He often spoke of how execu- 
tive interference with the due processes 
of law made a mockery of the jury sys- 
tem, and of what handicaps the prose- 
cution was furced to work under. 

The spirit of defense of the judiciary 
has been instilled in Dorsey by years 
of direct contact with the courts. Hle 
has seen and suffered the evils of dis- 
regard for their verdicts. Years of 
actual experience have taught him the 
necessity for upholding verdicts. 
is equipped to see better, perhaps, 
all others, the necessity of the execu- 
tive office respecting rather than over- 
throwing the acts of the courts.

COTTON DECLINES 
IN SPITE OF STORM 


Net Change for Week Was 

Loss of 9 to 10 Points. 
Crop News Is Closely 
Watched. 


New Orleans, La., July 16.—The price 
of cotton was‘held down to a small de- 
cline during the greater part of last 
week in the face of continued reports 
of storm damage in the eastern belt, 
nervousness over tropical storms reé- 
ported by the weather bureau and con- 
tinued heavy rains in several states 
where rain is considered detrimental. 
At no time did the market assume any 
notable buying power. The highest 
prices were reached on Monday, when 
the trading months were 5 to 7 points 
over the final quotations of the preced- 
ing week; the lowest prices were made 
on Tuesday when the market stood 21 
to 23 points under the previous week's 
close. The net change for last week 
was a loss of 9 to 10 points. 

Selling pressure was due mainly to 
good crop accounts from portions of 
the belt which did not feel the effects 
of the recent hurricane and the grow- 
ing belief in a moderately large crop. 
The daily report of new bales in Tex- 
as encouraged short sales, especially 
as it was 
business was being done in the spot de- 
partment. The unfavorable turn taken 
by the money market was one of the 
main arguments on the bear side in 
connection with the outlook for market- 
ing the new crop. 

This week the new crop situation will 
take on added importance, 
movement of new cotton in the west 
will increase and increased interest will 
be taken in the next report on con- 
dition by the government, as the pres- 
ent condition period ends with July 25. 
Dry weather over the belt generally 
would encourage short sales, while 
rains or the movement toward the belt 
of the tropical disturbance last report- 
ed north of Santo Domingo would en- 
courage buying. 

While the trade recently has been in- 
clined to ignore political news, peace 
talk, such as was connected with Aus- 
tria last week, probably would have 
quick effect of a favorable nature on 
values if it had gotdd foundation. At 
the same time the market gives signs 
of becoming more and more susceptible 
to crop gpd weather news.

MARKETS PREPARE 
FOR PEACE ABROAD 


Further Drastic Liquidation 
of War Issues and Increas- 
ed Foreign Inquiry for 
Various Finished Products. 


New York, July 16.—Cumulative evi-

Wholesome Than General- 
ly Realized, Says Dun. 


Dun’s report says: 

Both in its producing and distribu- 
ting branches, business is altogether 
larger and more wholesome than is gen- 
erally realized. It is not because of 
speculation that bank clearings make 
such remarkable exhibits, and selling 
pressure in the securities markets is 
without special significance in view of 
the unprecedented railway and indus- 
trial-earnings. The economic position 
of the country grows stronger as in- 
creased —_ yields are foreshadowed, 
and the tightening of the money situ- 
ation, while a cause for some hesitancy 
in certain quarters, igs a natural con- 
comitant of the extensive trade devel- 
opment. 

A period of continuous warm weather 
has affected all retail lines favorably, 
reducing stocks that had accumulated 
as a result of previous backward con- 
ditions, and efforts to accelerate the 
movement of staple products by mak- 
ing sacrifices are less in evidence than 
usual. Advices from all sections tes- 
tify to an exceptionally large final dis- 
tribution, the enhanced purchasing 
power of consumers being reflected 
alike in the augmented demands and 
the general preference for the better 
classes of merchandise. It was not 
to have been expected that manufac- 
turing operations would continue in- 
definitely at the recent high rate of 
speed, and the moderating activity now 
apparent at some mills and factories 
is wholly geasonable. With few excep- 
tions, production does not abate 
through any lack of contracts, but only 


because of high temperatures, labor 
shortage and other restraining influ- 
ences. In every important industry 
current outputs would seem noteworthy 
at the height of the busiest period, and | 
that such achievements appear at the 
approach of midsunmuner is truly re- 
markable.

The Man Who Swiped First. 


Harry Davis, the famous old star 
of the Athletics, and in his time one 
of the best first basemen in the busi- 
ness, was born in Philadelphia forty- 
three years ago, come tomorrow. The 
veteran has many claims to remem- 
brance, one of which is that he is tle 
only man who ever stole first. That 
peculiar incident has puzzled many 
fans, but it was actually pulled off. 

It was in the old days when Dave 
Fultz, now president or, the Baseball 
Players’ Fraternity, was playing in the 
outer garden for the Mack bunch. In 
this particular contest Dayis was 
perched on first and Fultz was on 
third. Harry stole second in the hope 
that the throw would give Fultz a 
chance to race home. The pellet was 
sent to the catcher in time to head off 
Fultz, who barely managed to get 
back to third, but Davis made second. 
Captain Harry wanted that run, and 
he was bound to have it, so when the 
next ball was pitched he chased back 
to first, stealing that bag to the amaze- 
ment of players and fans. Of course 
a big howl went up, but the 
could find nothing in the rules to pro- 
hibit a plaver from running backward 
if he wanted to. Having swiped the 
initial bag, Harry then took another 
opportunity to try to. steal second, 
and while the throw was made in an 
endeavor to head him off Fultz chased* 
home with the coveted run. 

Davis commenced his big league ca- 
reer twenty Sears ago, in 1896, when 
he was signed by the Giants, having 
previously played with Providence and 
Pawtucket. New York soon turned 
him over to Pittsburg, where he re- 


umpire 


mained until 1898. After a short ex- 
perience with Louisville, Davis quit 
the game and went to work for a rail- 
way company. When Connie Mack in- 
vaded Philadelphia in 1901 he called 
Davis from his retirement and made 
him captain and first baseman of the 
Athletics. He remained with Connie 
until 1912, when he had a brief ex- 
erience as pilot of the Cleveland club, 
ut soon. returned to the Athletics to 
act in an advisory capacity and as a 


scout. | 
16 Years of Matty. 


Sixteen years ago today Christy 
Mathewson made his debut in the box 
for the Giants. The old Washington 
park in Brooklyn was the scene of Big 
Six’s first attempt in the big show, 
which was far from being a triumph. 
In the fifth inning Ed Doheny blew up 
and George Davis, then pilot of the 
Giants, decided to give his 19-year-old 
recruit a chance to show his mettle. 
When Matty went in the score was 
5 to 6, and Brooklyn had two men on. 
The Superbas got two runs in that in- 
ning, and six more in the remainder of 
the contest, winning by a score of 13 
to 7. Christy didn’t win a game that 
vear, and was charged with the loss of 
three. In April, of 1901, he annexed his 
first victory for the Giants, and had a 
total of twenty to his credit that year, 
against seventeen lost. He didn’t be- 
come a real star, however, until 1903, 
when he won thirty games and lost 
only thirteen. It was not until last 
year that Matty began to slip, but even 
now he jis a handy man to have around.
